The order of the day being read, 
Earl Stanhope rofe, and commenced a fpeech of 
confiderable length, by obferving, that their Lord- 
thips mult recollect that during the confideration of 
the late Regency Bill, he had endeavoured to draw 
their Lord{hips attention to the number of abfurd and 
vexatious aéts now in being refpecting religion, which 
were a difgrace to our Statute Books, and he had at 
that time intimated his intention of introducing a bill 
this feffion to remove. the evil; in conformity there- 
fore to that intimation, he fhould now fubmit one to 
their. conlideration, and although he found it necef- 
fary to.srouble their Lordfhips with fome few reafons 
in fupport of his meafure, yet he fhould not take no- 
tice of more than one tenth part of thofe fhameful and 
difgraceful acts, convinced that one tenth part would 
have fafficient weight to anfwer his purpofe. The 
firft he, faould mgntion was, the, 6th of Elizabeth, 
wherein it was enacted, that any perfon abitaining 
from church on any Sunday or holiday, fhould pay 
the penalty of twelve pence. . He took notice of this 
act anew it was upon this all the other infamous 
ones were framed; the fum,.: their Lordfhips mutt 
perceive, was not the object of his objection : it was 
the principle, which he could term nothing lefs than 
a clearand decided robbery.; for there were numbers 
of perfons, whofe religious principles taught them to 
abltain from church, and the aét of Toleration did 
not prote¢t the diffenters in this particular ; and thefe 
perfons, for acting uprightly, and agreeable to their 
conicienges,, were to be deprived of their property. 
‘This fum, however, was thought too trifling, and 
therefore, bythe 33d of Elizabeth, it was extended 
to 201. for keeping away one month, or on not pay-. 
ing the fine, to fuffer three months imprifonment ; to 
remark upon this, he confidered as entirely needl 
as’ numberlefs cafes, by which fuch abfence might 
happen, inult'croad upon their Lordfhips’ minds ; 
yet there-was one fo.very.forcible, be could not for-
